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MNCPPC and City Council 
Discuss Shuttle Bus Routes

The discussion at a January 31 worksession on a pos- 
sible city shuttle was short lived, as it quickly became ap- 
parent that the visions of the Greenbelt City Councilmem- 
bers and that of the representatives of the Maryland- Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) 


were quite different. 

The work session was held to 
discuss the results of the first 
stage of the MNICPPC study on 
possible shuttle routes. George 
Cardwell of MNCPPC described 
the goals and methodology of 
the study. The initial stage fo- 
cused on evaluating current con- 
ditions, identifying unmet needs 
and examining alternate routes. 

In evaluating the results, 
MNCPPC used the following cri- 
teria: should not directly com- 
pete with Metro; should serve 
underserved or nonserved areas 
of the city; should yrovide ser- 
vices not currently available; the 
routes should be shaped to serve 
the greatest number of people 
while minimizing time. To keep 
down the number of vehicles re- 
quired, the study sets a maxi- 
mum of 60 minutes for a round- 
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Possible Routes 

Tlae study team identified five 
possible shuttle routes, The A 
route would begin at the Metro 
station, then travel directly to 
Hanover Parkway where it would 
loop through Greenbelt East, 
closely following current Metro- 
bus service. A second loop ser- 
vice, the C route, would travel 
from the station to old Green- 
belt via Cherywood Lane, then 
loop through old Greenbelt be- 
fore returning to the station. 

The other three routes were 
“Shuttle type” routes. These 
routes would collect riders from 
a very limited number of stops, 
then travel directly to the sta- 
tion, thus minimizing the tran- 
sit time for riders. The B route 
would serve the Maryland Trade 
Center/Greenway Shopping Cen- 
ter area: the D route would run 
between the Municipal Building/ 
Roosevelt Center area and the 
station while the E route would 
serve both Maryland Trade Cen- 
ter and the Roosevelt Center. 

Project Planner Chris Izzo de- 
scribed the latter three routes 
as operations of the “kiss and 
ride” type However, council 
member Rodney Roberts said 
that would defeat the purpose 
of the proposed city shuttle. Why, 
he asked, would residents drive 
to a collection point when they 
could drive to the station almost 
as quickly? 

Council member Thomas White 
was also “not too thrilled” by the 
shuttle routes, which do not ad- 
dress one of the principal ser- 
vice gaps council was trying to 
address—transportation for peo- 
ple without access to cars. His 
concept, he said, was that the 
city could work with employers 
to provide bus service for local 
trips, as well as to the station. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram also 
wanted circular routes providing 


service throughout the city. 
Council member Edward Putens 
said that the desired service was 
a hybrid of two to three of the 
proposed routes. 

Number of Buses 

Izzo cautioned that the type 
of service suggested by the coun- 
cil] members would require more 
than the two buses that MNC- 
PPC saw as a logical starting 
level for city bus service, Rid- 
ers, he noted, evaluated service 
in terms of cost and convenience. 
If a shuttle costs too much or 
takes too long, potential riders 
are likely to take their cars in- 
stead. 

Council member Judith Davis 
acknowledged that the MNCPPC 
approach was the most fiscally 
responsible, However, what most 
citizens wanted, she said, was a

At that point, Izzo suggested 
that the study team come back 
in a few weeks with revised 
routes to try to meet council’s 
goals.

GHI Board Cuts Budget

No free leaf bags for members for spring and fall yard 
cleanup and no funds for court beautification projects next 
summer are two of the small but noticeable effects of the 
$236,470 in cuts made to the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. budget 
for fiscal 1994. The cuts are designed to keep members 


charges at the same level as last year. Because of the in- 
crease in items over which GHI has no control, such as taxes 
and insurance, the cuts had to come from programs and per- 
sonnel. GHI members had demanded the budget reductions 
at a special meeting in December. The Board of Directors 
gave the staff general instructions on where to find the 
tunds at its December 16 meeting and approved the budget 


on January 6. 

GHi has been spending $2,500 
a year to provide free trash bags 
for members in order to encour- 
age yard clean up. Last fall 
members of 46 Court Ridge Road 
beautified the entrance to their 
court by constructing low, curved 
rock walls on either side of the 
drive, adding top soil and plant- 
ing bulbs and azaleas. GHI pro- 
vided the funds and delivered the 
goods, members planned the pro- 
ject, won the competition and 
volunteered their labor, Mem- 
bers of two other courts, 9 Re- 
search and 23 Ridge Road are 
also (beautifying their courts 
with similar plans. The program 


will be eliminated next year for 


a savings of $2,000. 
Personnel Cuts 
The largest cut, $72,230, is for 
a reduction in personnel, A so- 
cial worker, who was to join 
the staff in 1994 through the 
last board’s desire to provide 


some assistance for members, “s 
not a position the present board 
supports,’ In addition, one 
groundsman and some of the 
summer help for mowing grass 
will be eliminated. The full-time 
position of draftsman will be 
cut to half-time. The present 
employee is in the process of 


organizing and cataloging the 


hundreds of drawings from the 
59-year history of the 1600 
homes so that workmen can find 
quickly the specific drawings 
they need. 

iA: eutt of $10,000, for tempor- 
ary and professional help, means 
postponing the study of the ad- 
ministration building which needs 
repairs and changes. GHI had 
planned to hire an architect this 
year. Also there would be no 
funds available to obtain outside 
help, if needed, for such things 
as significant computer upgrades.

For Safe Crossings to Center

On January 31, members of the Senior Citizens Advis- 
ory Committee (SCAC) met with the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil to consider the requests raised at an October open forum. 
High priority requests identified by the committee include 
road crossing improvements in the Roosevelt Center area 
and a request for full-time staffing at the fitness center. 


The first set of requests con- 
cerned the area from the South- 
way-Crescent Road intersection 
to NationsBank. The -committee 
wants a direct pedestrian route 
from the eastern side of South- 
way across Crescent, crossing 
the grassy area, then Centerway, 
to the bank area. Currently, two 
routes are available—an under- 
pass under Crescent that brings 
pedestrians to Centerway in the 
open area between High’s and 
Beijing. However, the path to 
this underpass is considered too 
steep by some seniors. 

The other route is to cross 
Southway, then Crescent, walk- 
ing past the Municipal Building 
to the crosswalk across. the 
parking lot driveway to the bank. 
The committee said that this 
path requires extra walking that 


clean an be a hardship for pedestrians 


using crutches, walkers, canes or 
wheelchairs, They asked for a 
study of creating the requested 
shortcut. 

Several council members raised 
concerns about the proposal. 
Thomas White and Rodney Rob- 
erts were concerned that the 
proposed path would not lead to 
a safe crossing point of Center- 
way and questioned whether the 
additional crossing was really 
needed, 

The SCAC also asked for a 
traffic light at the Southway- 
Crescent Road intersection. No 
council member directly voiced 
support for the proposed traf- 
fic light. Roberts and Judith 
Davis questioned the need for 
the light while Mayor Antoin- 
ette Bram called for making the 
city “walker-friendly.” 

SCAC member Pat Unger 
framed the issue as a question 
of aestinetics versus safety and 
asked for a study of the inter- 
section. Council member Edward 
Putens also asked for the “best 
possible guesstimate” of traffic 
conditions when the community 
center opens. 

: Other Issues 

One ‘tem labeled “quick and 
easy” by the SCAC was not so 
labeled by council. The commit- 
tee asked for a handicapped curb 
cut and parking space in the 
rear of NationsBank. SCAC 
Chair Marge Bergemann said 
that a single handicapped space 
in front of the bank is not suffi- 
cient, There were no clear coun- 
cil directions or even positions 
on this issue, although the coun- 
cil members seemed to agree that 
the city should look into its op- 
tions as it finishes the renova- 
tion project. 

The final Roosevelt Center 
issue—how to enforce the pro- 
hibition against bike riding and 


skateboarding in the Center— 

was referred to traffic officer 

David Buerger for review. 
Library 

Two SCAC reque-ts involved 
the library—taow to improve the 
safety of the vehicle entrance 
to the library and how to im- 
prove pedestrian safety at the 
mid-block crosswalk. The com- 
mittee asked for signs warning 
motorists to stop for pedestrians, 
stop signs at the crosswalk and 
installation of a convex mirror 
at the library entrance to allow 
motorists to see oncoming traf- 
fic, 

‘Although City Manager Dan- 
iel Hobbs recommended experi- 
menting with the mirror, rather 
than eliminating parking places 
around the entrance, the coun- 
cil members did not agree. In- 
stead, they tentatively agreed 
that a few parking spaces im- 
mediately around ‘tthe entrance 
shculd be removed, 

Stop for Pedestrians 

A major committee concern, 
in the Center area, at Northway 
and throughout the city, is that 
motorists are not stopping for 
pedestrians. The committee asked 
for signs to be posted near cross- 
walks reminding motorists of 
their duty. 

The city staff has opposed 
this request, which they do not 
believe would be effective. Hobbs 
said that enforcement, not signs, 
is needed to “get the job done.” 
SCAIC member Tony Pisano ask- 
ed whether citizens could report 
the license plate numbers of mo- 
torists who violate the traffic 
laws, 

While Hobbs suggested the 
city could send a letter saying 
that the offending behavior had 
been observed, Bram said she 
would “never agree to that kind 
of citizen policing.” Roberts 
pointed out that the license num- 
ber does not establish who was 
driving the car. 

Putens and White, however, 
liked the idea. Davis suggested 
publishing offenders’ names in 
the newspaper. 

Northway Flasher 

Another high priority request 
from the committee was to re- 
place the yellow flasher at Cres- 
cent and Northway with a red 
light and relocate the pedestrian 
button to a more accessible spot. 
Leonie Penney argued that ‘the 
current light gives pedestrians 
a false sense of security but that 
motorists speed up, rather than 
stop when a pedestrian activates 
the flight. Helen Geller added 
that the yellow light is not vis- 
ible enough. 

‘Davis said that this was more

MARC to Have 
Schedule Change 


On January 31, MARC service 
initiated a schedule change 
that includes much more than 
just a shift in times or service 
patterns. Recognizing the need 
to better serve customers, new 
trips will be added on MARC’s 
Camden and _ Brunswick lines, 
which means the addition of mid- 
day ‘and evening service. 

These changes come in response 
to customer requests and a com- 
mitment to make much needed 
improvements in tthe efficiency of 
the rail commuter fleet and its 
service. Many of the new sched- 
ule chamges were suggested by 


MARC commuters to the Mass.. 


Transit Adminjstration (MTA) 
at public hearings. 

New patterns have been slated 
on all MARC’s lines to use trains 
more efficiencly. 

On the Camden line, between 
Baltimore and Washington, new 
trips are being added to provide 
a greater flexibility for commut- 
ters and attract new riders. Four 
new runs will be added on the 
Camden Line, providing midday 
and evening service. 

As another improvement, the 
MTA will open a second MARC 
station in Laurel, on Laurel Race- 
track Road between U.S. 1 and 
Route 198, hoping to relieve 
parking congestion at the Main 
Street station, which is one of 
ithe busiest. MARC’s Berwyn sta- 
tion is set to close when the 
schedule change takes effect Jan- 
uary 31. Those who use the Ber- 
wyn station are being direct- 
ed to the Greenbelt or College 
Park stations, which are located 
about a mile from the Berwyn 


stop.

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State Kills Greenbelt’s Bid 


For Planning, Zoning Power 


by James Giese 


The City of Greenbelt has had an early strikeout for a 
key legislative proposal for which city council sought ap- 
proval from the Maryland General Assembly this year. The 
city wants its own planning and zoning authority. By a 
four to two vote, the Bi-county Committee for Prince Geor- 
ges and Montgomery County voted not to approve that 
legislation, effectively killing the proposal for this year. 
Supporting Greenbelt’s efforts were Delegates James Hub- 
bard and Rosa Lee Blumenthal.. 


Mayor Antoinette Bram, Plan- 
ning and Development Director 
Celia Wilson and Delegate Hub- 
bard spoke in support of the 
legislation. Tlhe Prince Georges 
Municipal Association also sup- 
ported the bill. Royal Hart, lob- 
byist for Prince Georges County, 
attended the hearing but did not 
testify, The Maryland-National 
Capital Parks and Planning Com- 
mission (MNCPPC) had testi- 
fied against the legislation at 
a hearing held last November.

CPPC serving as the county’s 
planning agency makes al! plan- 
ning and zoning decisions for 
Greenbelt. The city believes that 
its planning interests can best 
be decided by the people who live 
and work here rather than a 


geographically removed county 


wide agency. It contends that in 
several instances, the decisions 
of MNCPPC have been counter to 
the city’s aim. In particular, the 
city cited MINCPPC for lack of 
communication, failure to control 
signage, and approval of plans 
with little design review and no 
advance notice as relates to de- 
velopment at the Beltway Plaza. 
Also cited was MNCOPPC’s sup- 
port of high-rise apartment zon- 
ing for the Sunrise property. 


The city further contended that 
its success in taking over respon- 
sibility for sediment control in 
1992 and code enforcement in 
1993 demonstrates its ability to

of planning and zoning. Calling 
planning and zoning basic mu- 


nicipal functions intrinsic to 
governing a city with consisten- 
cy of vision, the city council 
urged the legislature to grant 
it these powers. 


MNCPPC Opposes Precedent 


The MNCOPPC has expressed 
its concern about the other 26 
cities and towns in the county 
seeking and obtaining zoning 
powers if Greenbelt is granted 
them, It contends that this will 
impact adversely on planning for 
the region. The agency question- 
ed how it can be assured that 
the municipalities can properly 
administer zoning powers if 
granted to them. 


When the MNCPPC was cre- 
ated to become a Montgomery 
and Prince Georges bi-county 
planning agency, the state legis- 
lature took away planning and 
zoning powers from the cities 
and towns in the two counties 
except for Laurel, Rockville, 
Gaithersburg and rural towns in 
upper Montgomery. In other 
parts of Maryland, however, cit- 
ies and towns, big and small, 
have these powers. 


The bi-county committee did 
agree to study the matter fur- 
ther and adopted a motion to 
have the MNOPPC study how 
criteria might be set to deter- 
mine if these powers could be 
delegated to a city. Mayor An- 
toinette Bram expressed the 
city’s willingness to assist in 
setting forth such criteria. “I 
hope that some day Greenbelt 
will be able to steer its own 
course when it comes to plan- 
mine and Fomine, she observed.

Road Salt Supplies Dwindle 

Although supplies had held up 
during the previous week’s 5¢- 
vere weather, the city’s supply 
of road salt was depleted by 
the continuing ice storms, and 
forecasts of more freezing weath- 
er the weekend of January 29-30 
was cause for concern, Private 
vendors of road salt had run 
out of stock, and emergency re- 
supply from the State and the 
County was unavailable due to 
their own shortages. 

The city bridged this situa- 
tion by mixing calcium chloride, 
an alternate deicing agent, with 
sand for spreader use. Greenbelt 
was one of only a few local jur- 
isdictions which didn’t run short. 
Private sources of salt became 
avatlable once again the morning 
of January 28, and the situation 







remains manageable. 


Other Weather-related Matters 
Road pot holes caused by freez- 
thaw cycles were patched during 


the week as they developed. 


Street trees were pruned to pro- 
tect against ice damage and 
breakage in various locations in 
Greenbelt East. A second tractor 
was being outfitted with a snow 
plow.

In comparison, 
the average teacher salary in 
Montgomery was $1,900.

Board Expenses 

Memberships will not be elimi- 
nated this year but the costs 
provided for attending confer- 
ences of the national housing 
cooperative organization (NA- 
HC) will be. GHI Board and 
staff members have been active 
in recent years in NAHC and 
ECHO. Other small items listed 
under board expenses were eli- 
minated including $950 for chari- 
table donations. 

All of the above cuts came 
from suggestions by the Board 
at its December 16 meeting. The 
staff added the following: a cut 
of $10.000 in the anticipated 
cost of bringing washer drains 
into code compliance when 4 unit 
is sold. Staff believes the ear- 
lier estimate of $36,000 could 
be too high.

Reserves 

The remaining amount of $5,555 
needed to bring the total cuts 
to $236,470 will come from ad- 
justments in the reserves col- 
lected this year for the three 
categories of housing: frame, 
masonry and larger homes, thus 
bringing the total charges for 
each category in line with last 
year’s charges. Reserves t» be 
collected during 1994 for frame 
homes will be reduced from the 
original 1994 Budget of $83,000 
to $66,570 (down from $70.009 in 
1993). Total members’ charges 
for frame homes wil] remain 
at $3,562.110 or the srme as 
in 1993. Masonry home reserve 
collections wil! be increased by 
$11,691 (from $102,000 to 2113,- 
691, (up from $99.000 in 1993). 
Masonry home members’ char-
